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The Soviets evacuated the indigeacus Tetar populetion of the Crimean 
ASSR after World War II when the Soviet Army regained militery control. 
These people were replaced by Roviet citizens from other regions and 
by former prisoners of the Germang. German PWe in Kutor were used ag 
leborers in the quarries nearby. About 5 kilometers from the edge of 
town was @ collective farm, the Molotov kolkhos (four-fifths of the 
Crimean peninsule is steppe, one-fifth mountainous), oa which were 
produced corn, eag-plant, tomatoes, melons, pumpkins, crbbage_ and 


onions. The PWe did not work on this kolkhos[ ___—=SsS 


Simferopol was the central adminiatretion point for all of the 
Crimean PW camps, Here the German PWs were employed in house- 
building, road repair,end kolkhor labor. Approximately 2 kilo« 
meters to the east of the city’s edge were the so-called Krasny 
Sovkhosy. (These farme supplied food exclusively fur the city of 
Simferopol, end laborers were recruited for the farms with that end 
in view) ‘The PW camp was situsted at the edge of these fields. The 
region wea known for its fruit products end apples grown here were 
shipped to Moscow, 


Feodosiyawas located on a bay protected on the southeest by mountaias 
on whose slopec the city had been built. The PWs were employed in 
building a pier iu the harbor and in making bricks in « brick factory 
weat of the city. They were housed in a reconstructed castle (Turkish, 
Tatar, or Greek) located on the peninsula to the southeest of the city. 


Sudak wee noted for ite grape and fruit industry and for a fish plant 
mown a6 the “Delphyna”. To the north of the city the Scviets were 
engaged in a reforestation progrem. The PWs were employed es kolkhos 
workera, laborers in the reforestation pregram,and in the construction of 
# new genatariim fer Seviet workers.

The 
latter was available for PWes referred to it from the Crimean camps and 
coneleted of two large tarrecka fenced off from the reasinder of the camp. 
The hospital had a eurgical aecticn, infecticus disease section,end internal.

personnel. The hospitel was staffed by German doctors end one Soviet expert 
in each section. No nates of the staff meubers were recalled. The PWse 
received good treatment st thie hespitel end medical eupplies were eatiefac~ 
tory. The Soviet phyeicians were apparently anxious to render adequate 
care to the patients because of their immediate responsibility to Moscow, 
Phyaiciana in the emaller caup hospitels had leas professional interest.
